Two More Plague-Stricken Ships 
in New York Harbor. 


Five Deaths on the Normannia and Four 
on the Rugia. 


ANOTHER FATAL CASE REPORTED ON 
THE STEAMER MORAVIA. 


Wine Cases of Cholera Now Under Treat- 
ment on the Incoming Vessels—All 
Arrivals Quarantined and Subjected 
to Rigid Inspection—The Lower Har- 
bor Dotted With Yeliow Blags—Latest 
Reports From Foreign Piague Spots. 


QUARANTINE, 8. I., Sept. 3.—Sunrise at the 
Narrows was chilly, with a slow rising fog. 
Conditions as to numbers of the fleet in the 
quarantine grounds had changed greatly 
from last night by the addition of three anx- 
fously looked for arrivals from Hamburg, 
viz., the Rugia, Stubbenhuk and the express 
Steamer Normannia. Asa natural resuit the 
air was filled with reports of cholera cases 
On one or all of the vessels, but all stories are 
speculative, as none of the ships have 
been inspected. Determined that none 
of the suspected ships should _ get 
to close range, Dr, Jenkins 
aflvat at midnight, and asa result the three 


ships named were ordered to the lower | 


bay to await his further pleasure. This 
gave rise tothe reports of sickness, but itis 
n fact that no one boarded eitherof the trio 
except the Health officeror his deputy, Dr. 
Tailmadge, and they have done nothing as 
yet in the way of inspecting the work to be 
done onthe Anchor Liner, City of Rome, and 
the Cunarder Umbria, the latter having an- 
chored in quarantine at 9:15 this morning. 
The vessels below being from infected ports 
will be handled after this work is finished. 
In addition to the City of Rome and the Um- 
bria, the freight ships Mohican and Federa- 
tion are the only vessels at the upper station 
and they awaitthe ordinary inspection and 
will go up to-day. 

Health Officer Jenkins and Deputy Tall- 
madge left the quarantine dock at midnight 
and did not return unt!l early this morning. 
They had been patrolling the lower bay in 
search of intruders. The passengers of the 
City of Rome are all well. The Hamburg 
steamer stubbenhuk with 240 steerage pas- 
sengers on board arrived at quarantine and 
was immediately ordered back to the lower 
bay. No report was given 
health of those on board, 

The report that there had been several 
deaths from cholera on board the Rugia was 
received acout 10 o’clock. That report said 
there had been twenty-three deaths during 
the tripand that there were ten cases on 
board the ship. in quarantine. 


Normanniaandthe Rugia, although thenum- 
ber in the case of the latter had been greatly 
exaggerated in the report first received. 

The report that there were twenty-three 
Ceaths onthe Kugia was obtained in this

On the Moravia there isune additional case. 
Jt is an 8-year old boy.’’

The Cunard steamer Galiia, which arrived 
in quarantine at 2:25 p. m., Sept. 1, was re- 
leased at 9:15 this morning and proceeded to 
her pier. 

The Lahn, which arrived at 9p. m., Aug. 
81, was released at 8:45 a. m. to-day. 

The steamer Normannia brought out 
saloon and 24%) second-class passengers and 
652 steerage passengers. The name of Lottie 
Collins, the English music-hall singer,was on 
the list, but was struck off. Mr. KE. T. Good- 
win and wife, Mr. A. M. Palmer, wife and 
daughter; Mrs. C. Van RKenssalaer, Prof. 
Navier Scharwenka and Hon, A. Wellington 
Wallace were also on the list. 

All the convalescent Cases are very serious. 
Further deaths are expected to-day. All the 
dead have been buried atsea. The remain- 
ing ill persons have been tsolated in the 
ship’s hospital. All three ships will be held 
indefinitely. 

Dr. Jenkins is ina very sertous mood this 
morning. He has sent a number of telegrams 
to New York, anditis probable that he will 
holu a conference this afternoon, 

AT QUARANTINE. 

The Rugia and Stubbenhuk were awaited 
by the health officers at quarantine with 
great anxiety, asthey sailed from Hamburg 
after the cholera plague was declared preva- 
lent in that city. The Stubbenhuk saliled 
from Hamburg on Aug. 22, four days after 
the discovery of the pest. The Normannia 
sailed on Aug. 26. 

Since the arrival of

with many distinguished persons on board, 
and two smalier ships. 

The upper boarding station was too crow4d- 
ed for comfortable navigation and with fur- 
ther arrivals to-day more work is promised 
to devolve on the quarantine officers than 
they can very well handle. Early this morn - 
ing the Hamburg ships arrived. At 5:20 the 
Rugia was ordered to the lower quarantine, 
presumably owing to the lack of anchorage 
room inthechannel. At 6:20 she had been 
followed by the Stubbenhuk and the Nor- 
mannia. Dr. Jenkins personally went aboard 
the Yormannia and directed her removal. 

When the doctor returned from the Nor- 
mannia he brought with him about 100 tele- 
grams and cablegrams. It was suspected 
from several things which had happened 
that there was cholera aboard one of the ves- 
sels in the lower bay, but neither Dr. Jenkins 
nor his deputies would make ope word of ex- 
planation. It is evident that quarantine 
will be crowded unless several lucky ships 
are soon released. This morning the Lahn 
at half speed got under way and started for 
the city. At that hour the wildest kindof 
specuiation was afioat concerning the late ar- 
rivals. | 

The Rugia left Hamburg on the 234 and her 
first death occurred on the 28th, or five days 
after sailing. Berthe Koenig and her hus- 
band, Carl Berth, aged 39, died on that date 
and several new cases developed on the 3ist; 
Rosena Starr,a baby, 1 year old, aled, and 
on Thursday, Edward Starr, 30 years old, 
died. On Aug. 30, Helene Bergardskli, 27 
years old, wastaken Illand on ¢4#e Ist, Paul 
Koenig, 54 years old; Aaron Peters, 63, was 
stricken down on the 2d, and Kosima Displila 
the day previous to the arrival of the 
steamer. The Normannia which left Ham- 
burg on the 28th of iast month also brought 
the dread disease with her. Carl Hegert, 
aged 57, died within two days of the depart- 
ure of the shipand Jacob Heinema nn, aged 
45, died on the Ist; the latter was reported to 
have died of diabetes but the doctor of the 
ship acknowledged the order of Dr. Jenkins 
thatthe sickness was attended with severe 
diarrhcea. Carl Hegert was a second cabin 
passenger and the other three deaths, on the 
20th of August, ist and 2d of 
September, were three little children.

A large party of friends are on board the 
Black Bird, waiting to take Parson Davies, 
Jackson and Choynski up to New York, if 
they can get permission of the health officers 
to land them from the City of Rome. AJittle 
boy aged 8 years, on board the Moravia, de- 
velopeda case of cholera last night. His 
name is not known. 

The Umbria and City of Rome are the only 
two vessels lying at upper quarantine at 
present. It isnot known yet what will be 
done with their passengers, but as they have 
no sickness on board they will probably be 
allowed to gouptothecity. That is the first 
cabin passengers will be allowed to land and 
the emigrants will be disinfected and washed. 
Mr. Dozetau, a Mexican merchant, who 
lives near Eagle Pass, over the border from 
Texas, 
here. His wife and two children are first 
cabin passenyers on the Rugia and he Is en- 
deavoring in the most desperate manner to 
obtain permission to go down tothe Rugia. 
He says his wife is all alone anda Mexican 
and that he will gladly remain on board until 
she Is released, even for months, if he is only 
allowed to gothereto his wife. He is wait- 
ing here in the hope of obtaining permission 
from Dr. Jenkins, but there is little proba- 
bility that he will be successful in his efforts. 

ON THE MORAVIA. 

There was an air of mystery at Clifton, 
Staten Island, last night. Arumor was cur- 
rent that anothercase of cholera had been 
discovered on board of the Moravia or one of 
the other detained vessels. Health Officer 
Jenkins’ tug steamed uptothe Clifton pier 
at 10:45 0’clock and Dr. Jenkins was soon in 
earnest conversation witha gentleman who 
had arrivedin Clifton by alate train from 
New York. This gentleman got on board the 
Health Boardtug andthe vessel put out to 
sea. It was plain that Dr. Jenkins had met 
the stranger by appointment. The tug sped 
down past the quarantine station and headed 
toward the hospital islands. 

It was reported early this morning that Dr. 
Sanborn, wo had been stationed on the 
Moravia since her arrival, left that vessel in 
atugat midnight. It may be that Dr. Jen- 
kins has gone to have a consultation with 
him. In some way the belief became gener- 
alat the quarantine station that the condi- 
tion of affairs had suddenly become worse on 
the Moravia and that Dr. Jenkins considered 
immediate action necessary. It was stated 
from unofficial sources that two new cases of 
cholera had been developed.

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES. 


QUARANTINE REGULATIONS CARRIED OUT AT ALL 
POINTS. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 8.—The commission of the 
international conference ef boards of health, 
consisting of Dr. Watson of New Hampshire, 
President; Dr. Bryce, of Toronto, Secretary; 
Dr. J. N. McCormack of Covington, Ky., 
and Dr. H. B. Baker, of Michigan, re- 
turned here late last night from the inspection 


of the Canadian quarantine station at 
Grosse Isle. They declare that the equip- 


ments of the station as at present existing 
are wholly inadequate to protect the terri- 
tory depending upon it against the importa- 
tion of cholera or other contagious diseases. 
They claim thatthe chief deficiencies of the 
Station are: No wharf adequate forthe safe 


and speedy landing of passengers and their 
effects while vessels may be disinfected; no 
suitable disinfecting apparatus for either 
baggage, cargo or Vessels; no proper accom- 
no 
adequate water supply either for washing, 
bathing, drinking or other necessary pur- 
poses. 

On account of the deficiency existing at 
this station nothing short of the total exclu- 
sion of immigrants and thelr effects on ves- 
sels coming from infected ports will furnish 
efficient protection against the introduction 
through this port of choleraor other conta- 
gious diseases. 

SAN FRancisco, Cal., Sept. 3.—While Col- 
lector of the Port Phelps has received no 
Official notice as yet regarding President

He believes that the only danger the port has 
to fear from cholera is from Panama steam- 
ers, as he thinks immigrants from cholera 
infected ports might arrive here by that 
route. Hesays that he will detain in quar- 
antine every vessel carrying passengers from 
any foreign port until released by special or- 
der from the Treasury Department, and that 
this rule will apply to vessels from British 
Columbia as wellas other foreign countries. 
He says thatafter the heaith officers had re- 
ported favorably upon any vessel he would 
immediately ask the department for author- 
ity to release her, 


SECRETARY FOSTER ANXIOUS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 3.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Foster has warm personal in- 
terest in the cholera quarantine at New York. 
His wife and daughter, accompanied by the 
daughter of Secretary Rusk, salled for New 
York two days ago from _ Liverpool 
on the City of New York of the 
Inman Line. The Secretary does not 
know whether the City of New Yorx carries 
immigrantsornot. If she does and there is 
any sign of cholera on board, the vessel is 
likely to be subjected to a quarantine de- 
lay. Secretary Foster says that of course no 
attempt would be made to take Mrs. Foster 
offthe ship before all the Treasury regula- 
tions and allof the regulations ofthe health 
officer of New York had been complied with. 
Nor will he attempt to board the vesselina 
tug until Inspection has been made. 

Acablegram was received at the Depart- 
men of State trom Consul Edwards at Berlin 
to-day, stating that the German Govern- 
ment officially declares that cholera exists in 
forty placesin North Germany. He reports 
an increase inthe number of cases at Ham- 
burg, but a decrease in the death rate. 
liooper, acting United States Consul-General 
at Paris, cables: -*‘Notified personally no 
steamship companies will carry emigrants.’’ 


DETROIT ALERT. 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 3.—At a special meet- 
ing of the Municipal Council last night, called 
forthe purpose of considering the cholera 
question, the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: 


officer be and are hereby empowered and requested 
to adopt such measures and plans as in their judg- 
mentare wise and expedient to prevent the intro- 
duction and spread of choiera in thecity; and that 
anv and ail expeuses necessary to carry into effect 
such plans and regulations as they may adopt is 
hereby authorized. 

President Harrison’s proclamation will not 
do much toward keeping the disease from 
reaching this city, asit cannot be applied to 
vessels coming here. It is said that if its pro- 
Visions are extended to railroad trains the 
result will doubtless be the practical suspen- 
Sion of the Immigrant traffic through Detroit, 
as all the Canadian railroads will refuse to 
accept passengers for this point. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION. 

WASHINGTON, Sept, 3.—A proclamation to 
the country warning boards of health and 
the neople generally to be on their guard 
against the infection will be the next impor- 
tant move ofthe President. Secretary Fos- 
ter, Assistant Secretary Spaulding and Ssur- 
geon-General Wyman were in consultation 
over the terms of the proclamation after the 
Treasury Department closed this afternoon. 
They will have it ready in a short time for 
submission tothe President and it will be 
issued over his signature.

RAGS BARRED OUT. 
CINCINNATI, U.. Sapt. 3.—Dr. Prendergast, 
health officer of this city, has issued quaran- 
tine orders to ratiroads and rag dealers 


against rags destined here from any foreign 
port. It absolutely forbids bringing them 
into this city. 


HARRISON’S PROCLAMATION, 


IT HAS IMMEDIATE EFFECT ON THE TIDE OF 
IMMIGRATION. 

PARIS, Sept. 3.—President Harrison’s circu- 
lar recommending atwenty-days’ quarantine 
against all emigrant vessels had immediate 
effect on the official action towards eml- 
grants here. Groups of Itallans in transit 
here last night forthe United States were 
stopped at the Gare &treet Lazare, where 
they expected totake trains to convey them 
tothe French steamer, and were informed 
that the general Transatlantic Line would 
carry only first and second-class passengers. 
An official fromthe Minister of the Interior 
conducted them to the Gare de Lyon, where 
they were placed on a train and sent back to 
Italy at the expense of the French Govern- 
ment, 

A BRITISH OPINION, 

Lonpon, Sept. 3.—Referring to President 
Harrison’s circular the Daily News says: 
‘*This proclamation is producing the utmost 
consternation. The spirit of panic which in- 
stigated it Is forcibly pointed out by theal- 
leged order of the police to shoot persons de- 
tected in trying toevade quarantine restric- 
tions. It may be thatthe proclamation errs 
on the right side. Some medical authorities 
regard our system astoo lax, but it has de- 
fended us before and will axain. Even tak- 
ing the extreme view that infection may be 
twenty days developing, three weeks’ deten- 
tion after a ten-days’ passaxe is’ absurdly 
long, and it is unlikely, On mature considera- 
tion, that this needless restriction will be re- 
tained. 


FOREIGN PLAGUE SPOTS, 


ABATING AT BERLIN—QUARANTINE MEASURES 
ADOPTED. 


BERLIN, Sept. 3.—There are no fresh cases 
of Asiatic cholera in this city, although 
twenty-four cases pronounced by the physi- 
clans to be nothing more than extreme 
diarrhoea have been reported. At the Mobait 
Hospital, Charlottenberg, two more deaths 
from cholera are reported and one new case, 
that of a nurse who contracted the disease 
while attending patients.

Deaths from cholera are announced from 
Hanover, Holdesherm, Magdeburg, Stral- 
sund and neighboring small towns. 

It is to-day officially announced that Rus- 
sian emigrants would no longer be permitted 
to enter Germany. An idea of the cholera 
epidemic can be gained from the fact that 
the number of cases and deaths for the past 
fortnight already exceed those recorded dur- 
ing any of the ar te previous outbreaks 
in Hamburg since 1831, and thereis only too 
much reason to fear that the offieial returns 
are far from revealing the true extent of the 
scourge. ‘ 

It is not improbable that the German gov- 
ernment willtake immediate steps to close 
the Eastern frontier absolutelf against the 
Russian refugees. The action of foreign 
countries and steamship companies against 
immigrants bas materially increased the 
danger to which Germany Is exposed. 

Medical papers are agitating for the com- 
pulsory cremation of corpses of cholera vic- 
tims. The Deutsche Medizinal Zeitung affirms 
the belief that this mode of disposing of the 
dead would avert the frequent reeurrence of 
such an epidemic in the foNowing year. 

The following come from Hamburg: No 
cases of cholera occured in Wandsbeck yes- 
terday. The epidemieseems to be abating in 
the suburbs and increasinginthe center of 
thecity. There have been 315 interments of 
victims and several hundred bodies are still 
awaiting burial. A storm from the south- 
west is raging inthis city. Torrents of rain 
are falling and the thermometer does not in- 
dicate over 62 deg. A tumultuous crowd as- 
sembled to-day in front of the residence of 
the President of the Police inthe suburb of 
St. Paul’s and vegan rioting. The police 
were summoned and succeeded in dispersing 
the mob. 


AUSTRIA’S PRECAUTIONS. 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—The following is the Aus- 
trian official side regarding the report that 
cholera is raging in Galicia: Several alarms 
of cholera have been started in Austria, but 
all have proved upon investigation to be un- 
founded. It may be safely said that the pes- 


tilence has not yet appeared in Austria-Hun- 
gary, except on the Galacian frontier, where 
facts about the appearance of the disease 
cannot be s0 minutely ascertained. The 
authorities of Cracow are eeepering to grap- 
ple with a possible outbreak of the scourge in 
that place. The city has been divided into 
twenty sanitary -districts in order to facill- 
tate the medical control. 


NOBLE NURSES, 

PARIS, Sept. 3.—The lay nurses in the 
various hospitals In this city have refusec to 
avail themselves of timforder of the Board of 
Health releasing them from compulsory at- 
tendance on cholera cases. They held a 


meeting to-day and passed a resolution de- 
claring that it would be inhumane and 
cowardly to withbold their services on such 
occasions, The municipal authorities and 
the Board of:Health, In Gonsideration of this 
most praiseworthy action,will probably pass 
a vote of thanks to these Drave nurses. 


RIGID QUARANTINE, 

VIENNA, Sept. 3.—The directors of the State 
railways have voted not to ailow railway car- 
riages from Austria to cross the frontier into 
Germany or Russia, and also to imposea 


similar prohibition upon trains coming from 
those countries. At Lemberg, the capital of 
Austrian Poland, trains from the frontier 
were not allowed to”™ess las? nighi.

LABOR NEWS. 
The Wisconsin Saw Mill Strike About 
Ended. 


RHINELANDER, Wis., Sept. 3.—The saw mill 
strike is practically over and, unless new de- 
velopments occur, the 1,200 men will be at 
their posts Monday, and every mill will be 
running. The strikers are now thoroughly 
organized. A committee of the strikers met 
the lumbermen last night and the prospects 
arethatan agreement will be reached to- 
day.

Nicholas Gararty Killed by His Wife 
and Daughter. 


FIFTY KNIFE WOUNDS MADE BY THE 
FEMALE BUTCHERS. 


Arrested and Strongly Guarded to Pre- 
vent a Lynching—Idaho Rioters In- 
dicted—Child Beaten to Death by Its 
Drunken Father — General Criminal 
News and Crime Brevities. 


Knox, Ind,, Sept. 3.—Near San Pierre, a 
small town in the west endof this county, 
yesterday, Nicholas Gerarty, an old German 
farmer, had a misunderstanding with his 
wife and she left him, going over to live with 
her married daughter, Mrs. Charlies Kerst- 
ing, who lives on an adjoining farm. About 


6 o’clock in the evening the old man tried to | 


persuade his wife to return home with him, 
which she refused to do, whereupon he tried 
to eject her from the house. At ibis juncture 
his stepdaughter, Mrs. Charles Kersting, 
struck him on the head with an ax, knocking 
him down. The two women then dragged 
him out into the front yard, where Mrs. 
Gerarty held him while Mrs. Kersting stabbed 
him witha butcherknife. He was stabbed 
and cut inover fifty places onthe body anc 
face. One cut severed the jugular vein, and 
eight cuts were through the gruin and abdo- 
men. His face was almost literally slashed 
to pleces. The women are under arrest and 
will be lodged in jail thisevening. They are 
now strongly guarded, as fears of their being 
lynched are entertained. 


MOONSHINER CAPTURED.

Two Tons of Fowder Fired and Nobody

The longboat, which was lyin 
upturned on top of the galley, was caugh 
and went sailing through the air at far 
greater rateof speed thanit had been pro- 
elled through the water. Above the water 
ine the er rents was biown out, leaving huge 
holes, while below many of the butts were 
started and the water poured inin torrents. 
On shore the effects of the explosion were ex= 
tensive. The windows of houses and shops 
alongthe water front were shattered and 
some of the older houses swayed to and fro 
as though moved by an earthquake. Many 
windows were also broken further up In the 
city. and for a limited time there was consid- 
erable excitement, nottosay alarm, but it 
quickly subsided when the cause of the came 
motion became known. . 
A pecullar feature of the accident Is that 
body on board of the bark was killed. sone 
of thecrew were badly burned, some re 
thrown intothe water, but none were lost. 
No explanation of the accident has yet ou 
advanced.

MARIE, Mich,, Sept. 8.—*‘If we 
had hada light nineteen would have been 
saved instead of one,’’ said Ilarry stewart, 
in speaking of the night spent in a stormon 
stormy Lake Superior by the crew of the ill- 
fated Western Reserve.

The 
women pleaded to God to direct the attention 
of the passing boat to us, but all our efforts 
were in vain, ‘With safety so near, death 
was still nearer. The steamer gradually 
drew away, and half an hour later its Nght 
disappeared beneath the horizon. Thea 
came despair.’’

Light Demand and Low Prices—Farmers 


as Bears. 

While there fs little doing in the corn mar- 
ket, the rumors as to the condition of the 
crops are numerous. The ‘receipts to-day 
were large, but this was owing not 
so much to any demand as to 
the low rate of prices, The 
official State reports are generally tothe ef- 
fect that there has been no improvement in 
the condition of the corn in the territory 
tributary to St. Louis. Private advices are 
tothe effect that in Southern Illinois and 
southern Missouri the crop will be 
larger than had been anticipated, 
but many state that these rumors 
'emanate from those who are short of corn. 
' ‘The remark is frequently mace that the 
| farmer, who is generaily denunclatory 
'when speaking of the bears, is himself the 
| worst bear to be found. Whenever prices 
drop there is & panic among the farmers.and 
'arush of their grain to market, the object 
| being to get in ahead of the decline. The re- 
|sult is thet a falling market ts flooded by 
farmers’ shipments, while the same men wiil 
not sell at high prices.

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FALL FESTIVITIES AT ST. LOUIS. 


(New England Magazine, September.) 


URING the month of September and the 
first three weeks of October the eyes of 
holiday makers and tourists in all parts of 
the United States are turned to St. Louls, and 
hundreds, if not thousands, of European vis- 
itoxks arrange tospenda few days in the Car- 
niva! City of the New World. ‘ihe fall fes- 
tivities commence in &t. Louis the first 
Wednesday in September and last forty 
cays, during which timethere isone round 
of pleasure and entertainment provided, the 
citizens having subscribed over $600,000 for 
the entertainment of guests, which sum they 
are now tncreasing to $1,000,000. Ina recent 
issue of the New England Magazine some !dea 
of the magnificent and varied programme of 
attractions provided atthe metropolis of the 
West was given and advices from st. Louis 
received recently show that the programme 
then outlined will be carried out in its en- 
tirety, with the addition of severalnew and 
costly features, 

The festivities of the year 1892 will differ 
from those of preceding years in several de- 
tails, andespecially in grandeur and extent; 
but St. Louls has already achieved sucha 
high reputation for street lilluminations, for 
its annual Exposition, for its magnificent 
Gilmore concerts, for its greatannual Fair, 
and forits countless other attractions, that 
eyen without the announcement of a still 
more ambitious programme, hundreds of 
thousands of visitors would have fiocked to 
the metropolis of the West and Southwest 
during this and next month. 

As to how to get to St. Louls, the chief dalf- 
ficulty is in the selection ofa route, the ex- 
traordinary pre-eminence of the cityasa 
railroad center giving the resident: of al- 
most any city in the Union the choice of two 
or more routes, and justasto which is the 
best isa matter largely for individual judg- 
ment and preference.

during the last ten years in making a greater 
increase in manufactures than any other city 
in America.

.Grand and brilliant as are its attractions 
during the forty days’ carnival every fall, 
the city ts full of attractions throughout the 
entire year, its massive manufacturing 
estallishments (severalof them the largest 
in the world in their individual lines), its un- 
surpassed retail houses, its perfect system of 
rapid transit, its extensive and picturesque 
parks and its elegant driveways and boule- 
vards combining to makeltacity of attrac- 
tions to ignore which would be folly inthe 
exireime. 

There isnowin corurse of ,erection in St, 
Louis one of the finest Union Depots ever de- 
Signed, the building alone of which will 
probably cost over one million dollars, and 
into which ho less than twenty-six great 
trunk lines will run their trains. At the 


present time the number of trains arriving ~ 


and departing daily from the Union Depot is 

about three hundred and forty, but during 
september and October the immense number 
of extras and specials brings the daily total 
up to and beyond 600. Trains of extra length 
arrive at frequent intervais from New York;

Freight from the East is now 
delivered in St. Louis by elther the Eads 
orthe Merchayts’ Bridge, the former being 
regarded as one of the finest railroad bridges 
in the world, and the latter having been 
erected within quite a recent period as the 
result of localenterprise. Both bridges own 
or control a vast system of terminals, but the 
trafic isso heavy that the two systems may 
be regarded rather as co-operative than 
competitive, there being business enough 
and to spare for each of them, while the 
very fine system of ferries across the Mis- 
sissipp! River is also called upon to haul an 
enormous quantity of freight every year.

GRAVE INTERNATIONAL COMPLICATIONS 
LIKELY TO ENSUE. 


The Native King Dethroned by a Brit- 
ish Naval Officer—Flimsy Pretexts 
Trumped Up for the Outrage—American 
Interests Are Imperiled—General For- 
eign News—Mfnor Miscellany. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 3.—Further par- 
ticulars of the seizure of the Gilbert Islands, 
a valuable group inthe South Sea, indicate 
that it was a most high-handed and out- 
rageous procedure on the part of Com- 
mander Davis of H. M. 8. Royalist. On 
Sunday, June l12,the Royalist put into the 
lagoon that forms the harbor of Butaritari, 
the principal island of the group. A boat 
landed Capt. Davis and interpreter and 
several lieutenants. They proceeded to the 
palace of King Nanterriate Lebureimoa and 
ata public conference read this proclama- 
tion: 

Her Majesty Victoria, Queen of the United King- 
fom of Great Britain and Ireland, having this day 
assumed a protectorate over the Gilbert Islands, I 
would remind all residents in the group other than 
natives that it is contrary to law to supply fire arms, 
ammunition, explosive substances, or intoxicating 
liquors to any natives of the Pacific Islands. This is 
herevy made known for general information. 

Given under my band at Apanama this 27th day of 
May, 1592 Ep H. M. Davis, 
Captain H. S. Royalist and Deputy Commis- 

sioner. 

At an assemblage in the afternoon at which 


the American firms doing business in the 
group were represented, Capt. Davis made 
a detailed explanation to the King as to what 
Great Britain would require of him, Among 
other things he ordered the King to pay 
forthwith his debt of $40,000 to the white 
traders or to get out ofthe place. 

Then came the miserable pretext on which 
Ei giand had seized theisland, Capt. Davis 
related how a British subject named Hong 
Sam, a Chinese storekeeper, had been robbed 
of tobacco and gin worth $5 on Jan. 18, 1892, 
and that the King had neglected or refused 
to give him redress. This was only part of 
Great Britain’s grievance. Capt. Davis told 
bow a white man was tried for the murder of 
a liritish subject, also a Chinese, and King 
1ebureimoa had allowed him to go to anoth- 
erifisiand. Afterhaulingthe King over the 
coals generally Capt. Davis said: 

‘‘If you will have your flag hauleddown I 
will give you a very nice one to put up.’’ 

At 4:40 p. m. the King’s flag was pulled 
down and instantly the British colors floated 
from the = staff. The warships off shore

noted the change and fired the usual salutey 


that evening. The same performance was 
repeated on another part ofthe island. The 
few American residents were furious, but 
helpless. The next day the warship returned 
to Butaritar! and reported the trial, convic- 
tion and execution of the murderer before 
mentioned. Capt. Davis compelled the King 
of Tarawa to shoot the prisoner. 

The real cause of the seizure was King 
Lebureimoa’s recent visit to the United 
States, when he vainly begged the American 
Government to assume a protectorate. Itis 
surmised thatthe Germans and British have 
joined forces to drive American traders out 
of the South Seas. Coming so close to the 
annexation of Johnston Isiand this act Is, to 
say the least, significant.

MONTREAL, Sept. 3.—Sir John Abbott, who 
has returned from histripto the lower St. 
Lawrence, speaking of President Uarrison’s 
proclamation, said: ‘‘Secretary Foster in his 
letter to Mr. Herbert ofthe British Legation 
at Washington takes exception to what he 
claims to bea velled threat in the Canadian 
Government’s communication that shouid 
his Government impose tolls on Canadian 
vessels using the Sault Ste.

He saysthat if the 
report of Russia’s claimto present jurisdic- 
tion_of 1,000 miles in Behring Sea were cor- 
rect it would greatly weaken the cause ofthe 
United States before the arbitrators, as the 
American ciaim was that by the purchase of 
Alaska they had acquired all Russia’s rights

Murphy have received a number of samples 
of vitrified brick witha view to experiment- 
ing with them for sidewalk and cross 
sfreet purposes, Those received so 
far are from Gaiesburg and. springfield 


and itis their opinion that they may be util- 
ized to advantage oncross streets which at 
present are favored only with macadam. 
They appear to presenta hard and durable 
surface which will not become slippery and 
will tend yreatlyto keepthe adjoining as- 
phaltum streets free from the accum ulations 
of dirt which are now trailed on them from 
these macadam streets. No extensive ex- 
periment will be made, however, until they 
have been subjected toa thorough test and 
examination. 

Chestnut street, between Twentieth street 
and Jefferson avenue, is at present being re- 
constructed with asphaltum. As it is claimed 
that fully 95 per cent of the property owners 
on ‘'cPherson avenue between Lindell and 
Taylor avenues are in favorof this pave- 
ment forthe reconstruction of that street, 
there have been quite a numberof gentle- 
men on Chestnut street dally inspecting and 
examining the work.

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THE BOXER’S IDEAL. 
What a Popular Pastime Owes to John 
L, Sullivan. 


THE CHAMPION HAS REVIVED INTEREST 
IN THE ART OF SELF-DEFENSE. 


His Glove Contests Have Rescued the 
Prige Ring From Barbarous and Dis- 
reputable Methods—An Analysis of the 
‘Knock-Out’? Blow—Corbett’s Palatial 
Car—Gossip of the Big Fights. 


On an average nine out of every ten discus- 
sions anent the coming battle are wound up 
with the remark, generally conceded with- 
out further argument, that if Sullivan loses 
his battle with Corbett he will be lost sight of 
inamonth. Itisto be hoped for more than 
one reason that he will nelther be lost sight 
of nor forgotten. Itistobe hoped above all 
things that Mr. Suilivan will not forget him- 
self. j 

Boxing, whichisa manly and gentlemanly 
pastime, owes its present popularity to John 
L. Sullivan. It ts safe to say that 
were it not for the interest caused by Sulll- 
Van’s explo!ts there would at this day be but 
very little interest taken among persons of 
breeding and culture in the artof self-de- 
fense. Noone has ever attempted to under- 
rate the advantage of being ableto pt the 
weapons of nature toa skilled and scientific 
use. The art of boxing is universaily learned 
and practiced by men of the highest intelli- 
gence, but all interest in the sport would 
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Sullivan Five Years Ago. 

lapse were there not some great ideal 
to look up to, some one in whom the 
perfection of the art could be studied and aa- 
mired. Sullivan has been the boxer’s ideal 
forthe past decade and in that position he 
has done everything to make and nothing to 
mar the sport. 

Before his time boxing had fallen into dls- 
repute chiefly because of the English prac- 
tice of prize-fighting with bare hands and 
under improper rules. Sullivan has estab- 
lished the practice of not only sparring, 
but of fighting with gloves, and has 
s0 popularized the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules that next Wednesday’s contest will 
virtually settle the championship and estab- 
lish a precedent under which championship 
contests will be settled otherwise than under 
the rules of the London prize ring. 

The adoption of gloves hasdone more to 
preserve the practiceof boxing than any 
other conceivable means. It gave to pugilism 
a new life not only asa professional pursult, 
but as a generalexercise. The brutalities of 
the bare fist fights, crushed noses, maimed 
lips and broken bones that called for the 
abolition of boxing in the interests of decency 
and humanity disappear entirely when the 
contestants cover thelr hands with large 
fleecy gloves. 

A further point in favor of glove fights is 
that the quality of the contest is not affected 
in the least. The courage, temper, pluck, 
endurance, science of the contestants can be 
far better tested than in a bare-handed fight. 

Ten years ago glove-fighting was relegated 
to school-boys and amateurs. Now its ad-

vantages and superiority over the olderand 
more brutal methods are recognized, and to 
Sullivan and his achievements as a glove- 
fighter must be ascribed the change. it 
would be well forthe cavilers to Keep this 
prominently before their minds when the 
man’s faults are being rehearsed. 

That Sullivan is not the bruiser people im- 
agine him to be, and that he has 
pursued his purpose of humanizing§ the 
art of boxing with intelligence and fore- 
thought is proven by his own express decia- 
ration in his late book. He saysthat though 
he leaves the ring forever after his fight with 
Corbett he does not wish to be understood as 
retiring from his position asgan exponent of 
the science of boxing with the gloves, and 
adds that he has always encouraged the sub- 
stitution of scientific glove contests for finish 
fights with bare knuckles. ‘*My opinion, 
he says in closing, ‘‘is that such glove con 
tests under fitting conditions will arouse the 
interest of classes who have sacrificed the 
benefits of boxing as anexercise on account 
of prejudice caused by the work of bared 
fists in the old-fashioned prize-ring fight- 

’* 


Sullivan’s second greatest achievement, 
and the one which has gained him by far the 
greatest celebrity, was the discovery of the 
‘*knock-out’’ blow. ‘This must take rank as 
the greatest addition ever made to the pu- 

ilism of the ring. since its introduction it 

as been imitated with varying success by 
other fighters, and has become the important 
factor in all ring contests. 

Sullivan’s ‘‘knock-out’’ blow is only the 

erfected use of what is generally 

as the round blow. This’ is 

one the natural movements of 
hwman attack and is as old as Doxing, It 
was a favorite blow with the ancient Greek 
athletes when boxing with the brutal Astics. 
Properly delivered it is the most powerful 
and eflective of all strokes, wrongly delivered 
it is more disastrous to the giver than the re- 
ceiver. Sprained joints or broken wrists are 
the inevitable outcome of the movement if 
improperly delivered and if the opponent 
guards with his elbow the delicate bone of 
the striker’s forearm is apt to be smashed. 
Sullivan has learned theart of planting the 
blow properly and therein lies the secret of 
his prowess. ‘The art in delivering it ilies 
im the position of the Knuckles. The 
elbow should be _ slightiy raised, the 
back of the hand turned towards the body. 
This brings the striking joints of the hand 
square in the lead. In delivering the blow 
the boxer gathers himself into a heap of 
muscularity and begins his blow from the 
solidarity of the right foot, He bends the 
rightarm intoan obtuse angle, the elbow 
raised from the side and throws the

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FOUND AT LAST. 


The Lost Cabin Mine Discovered by a 
Prospector. 

DEADWOOD, 8. D., Sept. 3.—It is believed 
here that the celebrated Lost Cabin mines 
have been found. William 8S. Dany, a pros- 
pector, has returned from a long prospecting 
tour and brought with him several thousand 
dollars’ worth of gold nuggets and a number 
of specimens of ore fairly bristling with par- 
ticles of gold.

‘formance conflicts considerably with Bowers’ 


opinion, which follows: 

‘*‘When Brown & Rogers sold the son of 
Spendthrift and Torchlight most of the rich- 
est 3-year-old stakes of the year had already 
been decided. As Lamplighter won the 
Champion Stakes, it is clear that all the 
handicappers will put heavy burdens on his 
back in every handicap in which he 
may run. He may prove to be one of 
the best horses in the country in the 
stakes for all ages in 1893; but 
$30,000 was a high price to pay for him even 
on the basis of hisrunningin the Champion 
+takes. Inthe Fort Hamilton Handicap last 
spring St. Florian took up 122 pounds and 
beat Lamplighter at a mile and an eighth, 
Lamplighter carrying 114 pounds. St. Florian 
won the race by morethan alength. It may 
be that Lamplighter has improved greatly 
since that race, but the probabilities are that 
if St. Flortan had been in the Champion 
Stakes he would have defeated Lamplighter 
as he defeated him in the Fort Hamilton 
Handicap. People who believe that Lamp- 
lighter will be able to outrun at welght for 
age any horse in the country ata mile anda 
half, are somewhat hasty in their con- 
clusions. Good horses as Banquet and Race- 
land are, they are by no means among the 
best race-horses that have run in this 
country in recent years over so long a 
distance asa mile anda haif. The fact that 
a horse of Banquet’s qualities was so 
close to Lamplighter in the Champion 
Stakes somewhat detracts from the 
brilllancy of Lamplighter’s triumph, 
The truth appears to be that 
Mr. Lorillard did not so much need another 
3-year-ola colt, since he already owned 
Locohatchee, as he needed a jockey of Garrl- 
son’s skilland energy and tremendous hust- 
ling powers to ride the sluggish and lazy Loco- 
hatchee. Matthew Byrne Is a trainer of ex- 
ceptional judgment, and when he advised 
Marcus Daly tosecure the servicesofk, HU. 
Garrison as a jockey, he gave the mil- 
lionaire Montana mine-owner the _ best 
possibile counsel. Mr. Daly has 
some good race horses in his stables, but 
Garrison is worth far more to him than any 
one ofthem,.

DEPENDENT PAUPERS. 


Undesirable Foreignera to Ee Shipped 
Back to Europe. 

BALTIMORE, Md.,Sept. 3.—Joseph Neumann, 
a Russian Jew, his wife and five children will 
be sent back totheir home in Russia at the 
expense of the United States. Neumann made 
a statement under oath to the Immigration 
Inspectors to-day that he had been post- 
master at his native town in Russia and came 
to Quebec early last September, being assisted 
by the Baron Hirsch fund, As he was unable 
to get employment there, the Hebrew Char- 


ity Societies sent himand his family to St. 
| Louls and they were afterwards forwarded 
to Pittsburg. While shoveling coal atthe 
latter place he was hurtand could work at 


hard labor no longer. Then he traveled 
about selling suspenders and collar buttons, 
but could not earn enough to support his 
family. He was then sent to Baltimore 
by the Hebrew Charities Committee, 
three or four weeks ago, and he 
swore before the inspectors that the Hebrew 
societies would help him nomore. Then he 
went to the charity organization, who re- 
ported his case to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. ‘The expense of sending the family back 
to Russia will be $90 for their passage, which 
will be paid by the United States to the 
steamship company. 

Ephraim Rothhaus, a Russian Hebrew, will 
be returned to Hamburg on the steamer Rus- 
sia, because hits sight is so much affected that 
he cannot see, one eye being blind and the 
other very weak, and the United States in- 
specting-surgeons say he Is incapable of mak- 
ing a living and will beacharge upon the 
country. ‘ihe agent of the Baron Hirsch 
Fund was notified of the case. 

A number of the Russian Hebrews arrived 
here from Hamburgon the Russia, and the 
‘immigrant inspectors have been notified that 
more are coming.

A PHENOMENAL INCREASE. 


The Figures of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment for August. 


The receipts of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment for the month of August showa 
gratifying increase over the receipts for the 
same month last year. From lists the sum of 
$1,881.43 was received; from beer stamps, 
$208,907.55; from spirits, $294,416.10; from 
cigars, $15,096.87; from snuff, $135.90; 
from tobacco, $346, 133.31, and from 


special taxes $7,224.19. a total of 
£873, 798.35. During August of last 
year the total receipts were but $634,699.14. 
This increase is regarded as pecullarly en- 
couraging, when it is considered that the 
receipts of last year were much above those 
of the same month in 1890, and ran consider- 
ably overthe estimated increase. It is be. 
lieved that the total succeeding months will 
show an even better record, as the manufac- 
turers in the lines covered by internal rev- 
enue departments are rapidly adding to their 
output.
